THE large merchant millers of all 
countries are now receiving a schooling 
in the marketing of flour which will be 
of inestimable value to them, although 
their profits during the term, in dollars 
and cents, will be hard to find. If bet- 
ter times ever come, they will have ac- 
quired so complete an insight into the 
selling of flour that they will not worry 
about this branch of the business, but 
can devote their entire attention to their 
mills and the pleasure of themselves and 
their families. The “ill wind” adage 
ought to apply here with considerable 
force.

CORN seems to hold its own pretty 
well in the speculative markets. We 
are raising so much of it, of late years, 
that a loss of a few hundred million 
bushels by bad weather ought not to 
make many cents difference in price. 
Corn low in the thirties is on a par with 
wheat in the seventies, but a ten cent 
advance in corn creates as much or 
more excitement.as a twenty cent ad- 
vance in wheat would. Corn is not yet 
thoroughly utilized and appreciated as 
a bread food, but when it is it will not 
approach wheat in price, because of the 
enormous production and the fact that 
wheat must always be the chief of cere- 
als, if that title be always given the 
leading cereal for human consumption. 
Weare inclined to think that corn is 
high enough at present quotations, al- 
though we expect to see it maintain 
strength and steadiness until something 
is known regarding the crop of 1887. 


IT 1s simply marvelous that so many 
errors are made in the regular visible 
supply statements without exciting the 
ire of the entire grain trade. Everybody 
is interested in having accurate figures 
and the matter of getting them is a sim- 
ple one, as’ the funds supplied are am- 
ple. The érror this week was only 400,- 
ooo bushels, it is true, but it was large 
enough to change the size of a great 
number of bank accounts. The grain 
trade seems to need the services of a 
new brand of statisticians more than 
anything else at present. 
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aS MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 18. 

The mills did not close down the lat- 
ter part of last week as was expected, 
and the flour production reached a very 
fair figure, considering the difficulty ex- 
perienced from low water. The output 
of the week was 121,175 bbls—averaging 
20,130 bbls daily—against 142,230 bbls 
the preceding week, and 72,620 for the 
corresponding time in 1885. The mat- 
ter of letting the water out of the canal 
to clean it was reserved for the present 
week, this being done Sunday morning, 
and since that time all except three of 
the mills have been idle. The three 
running are the Pillsbury A, Columbia 
and Phoenix, representing a capacity of 
about 8,000 bbls. With the other mills 
down, they have ample power, and are 
running strong. Those having the 
cleaning of the canal in charge state 
that they will be able to finish up the 
job so the mills can resume work Thurs- 
day, but the general impression pre- 
vails that Monday will be nearer the 
time when this will occur. Most of the 
mills are taking advantage of the stopto 
make needed repairs, instead of closing 
down later. The exports are kept in 
the forties, not varying greatly up or 
down. With aslightly stronger wheat 
market, flour has taken on rather a bet- 
ter tone. There is quite a brisk de- 
mand for bakers’, but not at prices to 
induce millers to sell freely. .

Official notice has been given by the 
St. Louis Elevator association that the 
carry:ng rate of 1c per bu on corn and 
oats will be discontinued after Sept. 1.

The unusual stiffness in wheat values 
during the week made flour buyers feel 
shy and there was very little life the first 
few days. Later on, when it became 
apparent that flour values were about to 
respond to the advance in wheat, buyers 

_ came boldly forward, but were met by 
firm holders who wanted 10@ige¢ ad- 
vance. This for a while checked the 
movement, but considerable trading re- 
sulted and many round lots were dis- 
posed of. The demand was mostly from 
southern points, although local dealers 
and bakers bought liberally. Export in- 
quiry was free, but the number of orders 
booked could not be ascertained. No 
speculative trading was done. Offerings 
of low and medium grades were very 
small, yet ample for the light require- 
ments. Extra fancy flours were plenti- 
ful and slow, but firmly held. Move- 
ment nominal. Receipts were about 
1,000 barrels larger than last week and 
shipments 12,000 barrels smaller. The 
market closed stronger, with holders 
firm. 

“Yes sir, still running full time,” was 
the answer received from nearly all our 
millers on making the inquiry regarding 
their output for the week. Two mills 
withdrew Monday, the Anchor and Sax- 
ony, attributing it to the high price of 
wheat and cheapness of flour, but orders 
flow in, foreign especially running up to 

* good sized figures, and the excellent 
quality of the product encourages millers 
to expect that.all they can make for 
sometime to come will meet with ready 
takers.

Were 
it not for the large amount of oak used 
by shops which are interested in the 
production of that kind of stock, the 
receipts of oak staves would doubtless 
cut much less of a figure. Heading is 
in fair demand and steady in price. 
Shaved hoops are not being received to 
any extent, and quotations are largely 
nominal, - The receipts last week were 
29 cars, divided as follows: Oak, 10 
cars; elm, 8; heading, 11; hoops, 3; 
patent stock, 14 cars.

The Chicago market for both cooper- 
age and coopers’ stock is dull and un- 
interesting, says the Vorthwestern Lum- 
berman. ‘Tierces are not wanted to an 
extent that affects the market, but bar- 
rels show some firmness. The former 
are nominally quoted at $1, and the lat- 
ter are steady at 82%c. Tight barrel 
stock of all kinds is in full supply, and 
staves particularly are in excess of the 
armed, . Quotations remain unchanged, 
though there is a tendency to weakness. 
The possibility of some of the packing 
houses closing down, on account of dif- 
ficulties with their workmen, has given 
a feeling of uncertainty to the market 
for all kids of cooper’s stock. Flour- 
barrel stock is-in only light demand for 
city work, though No. 2 stock is still in 
request at outside points, sustaining a 
high price here. The best demand in 
Chicago is-from the shops that have 
special lines of work, such as wine and 
beer casks, whisky and vinegar barrels, 
etc., but these establishments are not, 
on the average, large ones. Following 
are quotations :

The experiment of fattening 
cattle with bran, being made at the Oak- 
wood farm, near Minneapolis, by Fred 
C, Pillsbury and O. A. Pray, is pro- 
gressing very . A. #. Pray, 
who is Bare ing the 
work, said yesterday : 

“When matter was first consid- 
ered, oe Mr. Pillsbury to get his 
cattle then and begin the feeding in the 
summer, in order that the heat and the 
flies might do their worst to defeat our 
object. I thought that the test at this 
time of the year would be the most 
severe which could be made, and if the 
results were good, it would prove that 
for an all-the-year-round fattener it is a 
great success, as well as the most econ- 
omical feed. If youcould go out to the 
farm on one of our hot days and watch 
the animals pant and fight flies, you 
would readily admit that we are testing 
the value of bran to the limit. What- 
ever the results under these conditions, 
it may be relied on that the figures are 
the lowest that can be made in any sea- 
son, for the heat and flies in Minnesota 
this year beat all previous records.” 

As we stated in the first article on this 
subject, the fifteen steers being fed are 
all “scrub” stock, but one showing any 
signs of good blood. All the grass they 
have had this year they got in May, and 
Dakota grass in May is short and hard 
to get. Since June 1 they have lived on 
bran, hay, salt and water. The second 
month was by far the hottest and was 
most trying to the cattle, the flies mul- 
tiplying at a rate which threatened their 
total extinction. The table below shows 
the results for both months, and affords 

ractical and convincing evidence of the 
high value of bran as a rapid and cheap 
fattener for stock :

The consumption of bran the second 
month was greater than the first, the 
practice being to increase the feed when 
the box was cleaned out by the animal, 
and all have steadily increased their 
consumption, though some.are naturally 
greater eaters than others.

Ex- 
rts continue quite heavy and in this 
act lies the only hope for a strong mar- 
ket later on. “There is plenty of wheat. 
and good wheat,” said a heavy buyer. 
“Putting up prices will simply result in 
overflowing elevators and a stoppage of 
exports. It has been selling for all it is 
worth, and farmers: who sell now will 
get as much as they will by holding it 
six to ten months, without the risk of 
heating or weevil. ‘I can’t see anything 
to bull wheat on.”

Secretary Landis Levan, of the Penn- 
sylvania Millers’ State Association, has 
issued the following call :

_. LONDON LETTER. 
“There has beén no improvement in 


rules 
-| the weather, which, until within the last 
'day or two, has been remarkable for the 


absence of that warm sunshine so nec- 
essary for the ripening of the crops in 
this country, so that it, is now evident 
that new wheat will not be available in 
pgs until well into September, and 
that consequently there will be a larger 
demand for foreign wheat this month 
than usual. Whether or no English 
farmers are getting low in stock is diffi- 
cult to say, but it is a fact that in the 
last five weeks farmers have delivered 
less than last year, with the result that 
supplies of foreign wheat in these five 
weeks have been in the aggregate 300,- 
000 qrs, or 2,400,000 bus less than our 
requirements, stocks being. therefore 
drawn upon to that extent. In France, 
too, it is evident that the wheat crop is 
disappointing, and will be something 
like 40,000,000 bus less than last year. 
Moreover, the new wheat is in such 
damp condition as to be, in some cases, 
unfit for grinding alone, thus necessita- 
ting a greater admixture of dry foreign 
wheat, which, in consequence, is in bet- 
terdemand. France is importing for- 
eign wheat on quite a fair scale just now 
and is likely to for the reasons above 
mentioned. Under these circumstances 
it would be surprising if the trade were 
not steady, but I cannot discover any 
signs of animation. First of all the 
large deliveries of new winter wheat by 
American farmers, and the resulting 
increase in the visible supply, checks 
any disposition to buy on the part 
of speculators. Then the latest of- 
ficial reports of the Russian crop, 
dated July 1, are much more favorable 
than was expected, there being only to 
governments of 49 in which. the crop is 
considered to be deficient, these being 
Astrakhan, Bessarabia, Vologda, Wo- 
ronege, Livonia, Olonets, Cherson, 
Tchernigow and Yaroslav. Stocks of 
old wheat in Russia are’ now so low, 
however, that it will be some months be- 
fore any large supplies will be forth- 
coming. Thus the general view of the 
trade, from what I wrote you last week, 
is not desponding, an improvement 
rather than a decline being looked for- 
ward to in the near future. Conse- 
quently sellers do not offer very freely 
to arrive, and want 31s 3d per 480 lbs, 
American terms for red winter, August- 
September shipment per steamer; 33s 
6d for No. 1 Californ‘a prompt, and 32s 
6d@33s for No. 1 Bombay for August- 
September shipment via canal. Com- 
pared with these prices English wheat at 
31s 64@33s per 504 lbs is a good price. 

By way of addition to my last week’s 
statement, I should remark that in Aus- 
tralia, where the last crop has been a 
failure, the coming one promises to be 
very little better. The season has been 
again a very dry one, and the rain kept 
off so long that a good proportion of the 
seed has failed to germinate. Houses 
interested in this trade say that the new 
crop will be very little better than the 
old one, but of course it may turn out 
to be much better by harvest time, four 
to five months hence. On the other 
hand, Italy has a much better crop than 
last year, the minister of agriculture es- 
timating the yield at 140,000,000 bus, 
against 118,000,000 bus last year. Thus 
Italy, which has imported rather largely 
in the past season, will in all probability 
be able to exist without foreign aid in 
the ensuing season. 

The great predominating feature 
in the trade, however, is that we start 
the season of 1886-87 with reserve 
stocks at a very low ebb all the world 
over, and as the crops, taking them al- 
together? will be below an average, it is 
evident that the present low basis of 
prices is incompatible with the true situ- 
ation. We/may require to draw further 
upon old stocks, but the point is 
that there will not be any superabund- 
ance, but rather a well balanced supply 
and demand, weich should tend to an 
altogether more profitable and buoyant 
business than we have experienced for 
three years. PANIS.

Two 
railroads, the Central Argentine and the 
Buenos Ayres & Rosario, pass in front, 
with sidetrack to the warehouse doors, 
so that shipping and receiving facilities 
are of the iy Before going further I 
must pay a tribute to Wildermuth & 
Co., and say that never have I been in 
contact with people, either as a firm or 
as private individuals, who were more 
genial and cordial under all circum- 
stances than they have been during our 
intercourse. If anyone deserves suc- 
cess, this wide-awake and energetic firm 
assuredly does. In regard to help, 
millwrights there are very few, and I 
have had to use very ordinary carpen- 
ters asa rule. I have had the most 
cosmopolitan crew that it has ever been 
my luck to behold. They were Argenti- 
nos, Spaniards, Germans, Swiss, Danes, 
Italians and French, with several coun- 
tries still to hear from. I have been 
obliged to speak English, German and 
Spanish. The Spanish beat me some 
at first, but now I am, as they say here, 
quite a “baqueano” at it. Means of 
transit are quite good and numerous. 
The railroads are mostly owned by En- 
glish companies and some by the gov- 
ernment. There are two roads that 
have American equipment, namely, the 
Andino and the Oeste Santafecino. The 
Andino runs American sleeping cars, 
made in Wilmington, Del. River 
steamers are good as a rule, and 
some of them magnificent, those 
running between Buenos Ayres and 
Montevideo being nearly, if not quite 
a to a Hudson river day boat, 
while the average upper river boat 
could put many a pretentious Missis- 
sippi or Ohio river packet in the shade. 
Ocean steamers of 2,000 tons go as far 
up the river as Santa Fe, yo miles above 
Rosario, while Rosario itself is a port of 
call for seven or eight steamship lines. 
In regard to the people, I doubt if there 
is another country on the face of the 
globe, in which the conditions of life, 
domestic, foreign and political, are the 
same. The population is more cosmo- 
litan than that of the United States. 
ery few foreigners seem to care to be- 
come citizens. In fact, I think one is 
better protected if one isnot. There is 
no certainty regarding the number of 
inhabitants, but it must be near 4,000,- 
ooo, and impartial statistics state that 
three-quarters are aliens or children of 
aliens. Going still deeper into the sub- 
ject, the wealth of the country is in al- 
ien hands to a still greater extent. 
There are some great fortunes in the 
gem of the native families, most- 
y in lands ted by the government 
very much like the old Spanish grants 
in California. Some of the grants 
were honestly given as pay for serv- 
ices rendered, but the most of them 
“were obtained in anything but an 
honest way. Other vast fortunes have 
been gained in herds of cattle that have 
roamed for years uncounted and un- 
cared for, until the “saladeras,” meat- 
extract and freezing works, have made 
them valuable. Business methods are 
much looser than in the “States.” Com- 
merce is mostly with Europe, the com- 
merce with the United States cutting a 
much smaller figure than seems proper. 
One cause, and the most obvious, is 
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or agency here, such as h 
the European banks. American ship 
captains and merchants dealing in the 
United States are generally compelled 
to take English exchange, or a letter of 
from some of the few American 
firms in business here. Some Ameri- 
can lead the market, and trade 
could be greatly improved if there were 
better facilities as outlined above. In 
milling machinery, the American leads 
at present, with quite a marked advant- 
age, but those who are in the business 
are not to be envied. If one could just 
furnish plans and machinery, all would 
be well, but when the troubles and tri- 
als of building in out-of-the-way places 
are taken into account, the boldest might 
well shrink from the undertaking. I feel 
satisfied that the average, sensible Amer- 
ican, if he is doing fairly well at home,had 
better stay there. If I tried to give ex- 
planations, I would make you tired, and 
the proof-reader would probably be in 
fit condition to take the shortest route 
to the lunatic asylum, before the end 
was reached. But for all this, the coun- 
try has a grand future before it, in some 
— similar to the United States, 
with the exceptions stated, and that the 
immigration will be as now, mostly from 
the south of Europe. There is a large 
area suitable to agricultural pursuits, and 
new land is being opened up. There is 
uite a heavy movement of wheat and 
linseed to European ports, and in Brazil, 
Argentine flour is making quite a strong 
opposition to the American and other 
foreign flours, and it is only a question 
of time when the greater part of the 
wheat which is now going out as such, 
will be exported in the shape of flour, 
and probably, will eventually crowd the 
millers of Baltimore and Richmond out 
of the Brazilian markets. Cheap freights 
will of course play a strong part. Re- 
ort says that there are more steamers 
in and out of the La Plata ports than 
New York. The tonnage is, I believe, 
in favor of the latter. These steamers 
will carry the flour to Brazil, instead of 
the wheat to Europe. They always have 
a full freight out, and must do the best 
that is possible going back. The matter 
of supplying this market will be in favor 
of those who have the lightest freight 
bill, and can lay the goods down as 
wanted. Large stocks of flour are not 
desirable merchandise for the Brazilian 
houses, if it is possible to obviate it. 
Steamer time from Rosario to Rio Ja- 
neiro is about eight days, so the stock 
can easily be regulated. Cost of pro- 
duction is about equal. Trade com- 
missions, such. as the one sent by the 
United States government to visit the 
South American nations, to look up and 
report on the state of trade and the best 
means of bettering it, are a delusion and 
a fraud. Our trade commission in par- 
ticular is looked upon by the commer- 
cial men of this country as one of the 
most farcical acts ever perpetrated by a 
government with common sense. To 
begin with, this junketing party came 
out, without being able to make use of 
the commercial language ofseven-eighths 
of South America, and therefore had to 
depend on what English speaking people 
chose to tell them. It is said that they 
spent a week in Buenos Ayres and Mon- 
tevideo, the most of the time junket- 
ing, and having a good time generally, 
and it is said that there was only one 
man on the commission who really made 
an effort to do what he was sent tor. If 
our diplomatic officers and consuls were 
paid properly, they could give us the in- 
formation wanted at much less expense 
and moreover, it would be from actual 
knowledge, and not from hearsay. This 
subject might be followed further, but I 
must leave it to another pen, or until 
another time. After I have wound up 
my affairs here; I shall go up the coun- 
try to Mendosa and Cordoba; will also 
make a trip to Paraguay, of which you 
may expect an account.

(Minn.) mill, was caught in a belt and 
dangerously injured, Aug. 5. The skin 
and flesh on the right side of the face 
and head was stripped off, the ear torn 
off, the bone of the skull at one ear hurt, 
both shoulderblades bared of flesh, as 
also. were the tops and joints of .the 
shoulder.

pone Ae now so well advanced 
that the condition of the crop generally 
can be stated with considerable accur- 
acy. The field covered by this report 
is so wide in extent and subject to such 
varied climatic conditions that any gen- 


the Willamette valley winter wheat gen- 
erally is reported equal to last year, a 
fair average crop, the berry being of av- 
erage size and quality. Spring wheat, 
however, is making generally but half a 
crop. The total yield will possibly fall 
short of last season by about one-fourth, 
as there has been no increase in acreage 
sown to wheat, and the proportion of 
spring sowing is quite large. Reports 
from, the Walla Walla country, em- 
bracing the region along the northwestern 
base of the Blue mountains, are very 
conflicting. Some fields are yielding as 
well as last year, turning out by meas- 
urement on the thresher from 25 to 35 
bus per acre, while others are not doing 
so well. One large field near Walla 
Walla yielded an average of 55 bus, a 
particular patch of twelve acres giving 
72 bus to the acre. These differences, 
of course, depend upon local conditions, 
such as soil, location and manner of cul- 
tivation. Here, as everywhere, the most 
careful, industrious and intelligent farm- 
er secures the best crop. By intelligent 
I mean possessing the faculty to learn 
from experience as well as other sources 
the practical facts of agriculture as 
distinguished from mere theories. In 
the region north of Snake river many 
yields of 40 bus per acre are reported, 
while as many more of only one-half 
that are noted. Generally speaking, the 
whole interior region will give about 
three-fourths the yield per acre of last 
season of winter wheat. Spring grain 
is almost a total failure, but as the acre- 
age of spring sowing is less than ten per 
cent its failure cuts but a small figure. 
The increased acreage in that region 
will fully compensate for lighter average, 
so that the total production will equal, 
if not somewhat exceed, that of last year. 
As to the quality of grain, the berry is 
reported to be hard, full and plump, but 
not quite up to the size of last season. 
There is no question but that the North- 
ern Pacific will have plenty of grain to 
carry to Puget Sound, if its Cascades di- 
vision be completed before the crop is all 
marketed ; and if that road is not com- 
pleted in time, that the O. R. & N. Co. 
will have all, or more, than it can handle 
with present facilities. 

The shipping season for 1885-86 closed 
July 31, and it is possible now to give 
reliable statistics of the grain and flour 
trade for the season. There were re- 
ceived in this city from the Willamette 
valley 2,347,270 bus of wheat and 214,- 
602 bbls of flour; from east of the moun- 
tains 8,074,580 bus of wheat and 138,- 
108 bbls of flour. For shipment at Ya- 
quina bay 157,033 bus of wheat and 542 
bbls of flour were received from the val- 
ley. This makes a total shipment from 
the valley of wheat, including flour re- 
duced to wheat, of 3,580,023 bus. Fig- 
uring the same way for the interior it 
gives a total of 8,765,120 bus shipped, 
to which must be added the indefinite 
amount sent east over the Northern Pa- 
cific from points on its line east of Wal- 
lula. Adding to this total the quantity 
reserved for seed, the home consump- 
tion, which was very large in those re- 
gions where the difficulty and expense 
of shipment decided many farmers to 

eed their grain to stock, and the quan- 
tity produced in western Washington 
and consumed locally, the result is a 
total crop for last season in Oregon and 
Washington approximating 20,000,000 
bus. The foreign grain fleet consisted 
of 134 vessels, of which 118 flew the En- 
glish flag, 12 only were American, 3 
German and 1 Norwegian. These figures 
speak very poorly for American ship- 
ping, but speak “by the book.” There 
were shipped to San Francisco 1,913,- 
755 bus of wheat and 96,403 bbls of 
flour. Most of the flour and a little 
more than one-half of the wheat was re- 


port by Balfour, Guthrie & Co., of this 
city. They carried 255,970 bus. 

Mills have been quite idte during July, 
many of them making repairs for begin- 
ning work on the new crop. The first 
shipment of new wheat was made July 
28, consisting of a milling lot sent from 
Marion Station, on the O. & C. R. R., to 
the Oregon Milling Co., at Turner. The 
well known Washington mill, of Waits- 
burg, W. T., has been thoroughly over- 
hauled. New cleaners and purifiers have 
been put in and buhrs have given place 
to rolls. 

The mill at Chehalis, W. T., which 
was sold at sheriff’s sale a few weeks 
ago, will soon resume work under the 
management of a competent miller, 
backed by gentlemen of ample means. 
As a local mill it ought to prosper and 
be of great benefit to the farmers of that 
region and the community generally. 

Portland has for many years found a 
good market for flour in British Colum- 
bia. The sales of late years reach the 
sum of $35,000 annually. This has 
been almost entirely cut off since the 
Canadian Pacific began operation this 
spring. Flour is brought from Winni- 
peg cheaper than it can be laid down 
from here, owing to the customs duty 
of $5 per ton imposed upon American 
flour by the Canadian government. It 
is reported here that Ogilvie, the large 
miller of Winnipeg and Montreal, has 
declared his intention of building a mill 
at Coal Harbor, or some other point on 
the coast, and supplying it with wheat 
drawn from the almost boundless grain 
lands bordering the railroad between 
Winnipeg and Calgary, at the eastern 
base of the Rocky mountains. It looks 
as though our dealers will have to aban- 
don the British Columbia market with 
as much grace as possible. 

Three years ago an attempt was made 
to destroy by fire the mills of S. M. 
Wait at Dayton, Washington Ty. Mr. 
Wait had been prominently identified 
with an aggressive temperance move- 
ment there, and the crime was laid at 
the door of the liquor dealers. Now 
Frank Taylor, a barkeeper who was 
then in the employ of C. F. McCleary, 
charges McCleary with hiring ghim to 
set fire to the mill. McCleary had been 
heavily fined upon complaint of Mr. 
Wait for selling liquor to minors, and 
with Danus Hutchingsand Taylor sought 
to obtain revenge by burning Wait’s 
property. After examination, Mc- 
Cleary and Taylor were held under 
bonds of $3,000 and Hutchings $1,500. 
This is a good sample of the patent self- 
rising grist from the new roller mills of 
the gods. 

The first mill in Washington Territo- 
ry was built at Tumwater falls, near 
Olympia, about 40 years ago. These 
falls are three in number, with a total 
descent of 82 ft. The water power and 
mill property are for sale, and offer a 
splendid opportunity to some enter- 
prising miller, as the railroad from Ten- 
ino to Olympia runs within afew yards 
of the falls. This is the best and most 
available water power in the Puget 
sound country, and will be very valua- 
ble for milling purposes as soon as the 
Cascades branch of the Northern Pa- 
cific opens the way into the boundless 
grain fields east of the mountains. In- 
quiry can be made of Alfred Thomp- 
son, Olympia, Washington Ty.

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As onbeqer: said in these Notes, 
there is no distinct system in the pu- 
rification of middlings. It frequent- 
ly happens that the miller buys a 
ixed number of machines and then dis- 
poses of the ee is most con- 
venient. Experience has taught us that 
there are certain principles in the puri- 
fication of middlings, which, if carried 
out, will result beneficially to the miller. 
As to the dusting of the middlings, all 
realize its importance, so much so that 
I need not emphasize the necessity for a 
thorough dusting. Farthermore, it is 
known that middlings may be dusted 
and scalped at the same time. It 
has been my custom to scalp all 
the middlings from the flour stock 
at once and then run the entire body 
of dusted middlings onto a grader. 
The generally — scalping num- 
bers are No. 8 and 9g cloth. Anything 
finer than that is either dust middlings 
or flour. Good results are derived by 
grading middlings as follows : 

4 2 ° 000 

Here are four grades of middlings. 
The first grade ranges from 9 to 4 in 
size, the second from 4 to 2, the third 
from 2 to o and the fourth from o to ooo. 
With the scalpers clothed as has been 
suggested in the past, there will be no 
middlings coarser than those which will 
go through a No. 3 cloth. The stock 
which passes over the tail of this reel 
will be, if the sieve be used with the 
grader, light, fine bran and very coarse 
stock which may have passed through 
holes or openings in the break scalpers. 
The entire volume of stock passing over 


. this tail should be aspirated, whether it 


comes from a reel or a sieve grader. In 
truth all of the stock coarser than that 
which goes through the No. 4 should be 
aspirated before it goes to the purifiers. 
I have described these aspirators and 
their use several times before, but as it 
cannot be expected to have commanded 
the attention of all readers, I here insert 
a cut of an aspirator with the sieve 
placed above it. The direction of the 
suction is through the slats e and f, and 
toward the openings d, the size of which 
openings and the force of the suction 
being regulated by the position of the 
slat e, which is made to swing on a pivot 
at the will of the miller. The valve d 
regulates the volume of current. The 
middlings pass between the slats e and f 
in a downward direction, and are de- 
flected from side to side by striking 
against the slats, and each time their 
motion is arrested. The suction draws 
the particles of less specific gravity 
through the openings and into the cham- 
ber back of the slats. The air after it 
passes through the narrow openings ex- 
pands to a certain extent and allows the 
larger portion of impurities to settle and 
discharge through the openings g. Pure 
middlings pass through the openings h. 
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The middlings of the grade named 
should always be passed through an as- 

irator on. their way to the purifiers. 

he work of purification will thus be 
greatly assisted. One of these aspira- 
tors on the coarser grades of ‘middlings 
will do them wis as much good asa 
sieve purifier of the ordinary type. 
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TAILINGS: 





I wish to.call attention to the clothing 
of the purifiers, as shown by this draw- 
ing. It will be remembered that the 
first two grading numbers were 4 and 2, 
also that the scalping numbers were 8 
and g. By bearing these facts in mind, 
it may be noticed that the clothing, of 
the purifiers is according toa definite 
system, not chance or guess work. It 
may be seen that the first number and 
first purifier is the same as the coarser 
scalping number, and that the tail num- 
ber is one number coarser than the 
grading number. Thus all of the stock 
other than light tailings may pass 
through the sieve numbers. A certain 
amount of very light material will. pass 
over the No. 3 cloth at the tail. By 
noticing the clothing of the next purifier 
which handles the second grade of mid- 
dlings, that is, those which pass through 
the No. 2 cloth, it will be seen that the 
same system is carried out. The first 
number at the head of the sieve is the 
same as the previous grading number, 
which is practically the same as the 
scalping number for the finer grades. 
The tail number on this sieve is one 
number coarser than the grading num- 
ber for the reasons just stated. Under 
each of the machines just mentioned is 
a second or auxiliary machine. It is 
noticed that the cut-off from each sec- 
ond purifier passes to the head of the 
next coarser machine and that the tail 
of each first machine goes to the tailings. 
The middlings which pass through the 
Nos. o and ooo cloth may be purified 
entirely by aspirators before they are 
sized. After having been aspirated 
twice, about all that can be done for 
them én the way of purification previous 
to grading has been done, and it is not 
necessary to use the expensive sieve 
purifiers for handling this grade of stock 
at this stage of the process. However, 
the sieve purifiers may be used for the 
subsequent purification of this grade of 
stock, after it has been sized.

The sizing and repurification of the 
middlings may be accomplished in the 
following manner. Take first the 000 
middlings, and pass them through a set 
of smooth rolls and to a scalping reel 
clothed thus :

The product of the 6 goes to a flour reel, 
to have the flour dusted out of it; the 
product of the 2 to a sieve purifier; the 
product of the o through an aspirator, 
and the tail of the o to the tailings. The 
o stock which has passed through the 
aspirator is again sized and run to a set 
of smooth rolls, thence to a scalper 
clothed thus :

The stock which passes through the 6 
goes to the flour reel, to be dusted as 
before ; the stock which passes through 
the 4 toa sieve purifier, and the stock 
which passes through the 2 to the puri- 
fier which handles the No. 2 middlings 
from the previous sizing. The purified 
middlings from this latter purifier should 
be sized by a pair of smooth rolls and 
sent to a scalper clothed thus : 


*. 4 

The product of the 6 is disposed of as 
was the same stock on the other scalp- 
ers. The product of the 4 is purified 
on the same purifier mentioned for the 
other middlings of the sizings which 
pass through the No. 4 cloth. The tail 
of the 4 is tailings. We have now got 
allof the middlings so that they -will 
pass through either a6 ora 4cloth. It 





the No. 6 stock of the other scalpers, to 
be dusted. Thus we have all of the 
middlings of the mill fine enough to 
pass through a No. 6 cloth. The dust- 
ing reel mentioned is clothed thus : 


12 14 5 

The product of the 12 and 14 is flour 
of a high gare ; that is, patent. The 
product of the 5 is the entire body of 
purified middlings, and the tail of the 
5, which will be a little flat and soft, may 
be sent to the second dust middlings. 
The product of the middlings which 
have passed through the No. 5 cloth 
should be sent to millstones for reduc- 
tion. The result will be most satisfac- 
tory. The middlings will be very pure 
and of uniform size, and by a millstone 
reduction will be almost entirely re- 
ducéd to flour. There will be little 
other stock to be handled subsequently. 





DISPOSING OF THE PRODUCT. 





Ill. 


While it is an easy matter to tella mill- 
er where not to sell his flour, it is a very 
difficult one to tell him where to sell it. 
In the last article on this subject it was 
shown why the reputation of certain 
brands in all large points has a decided 
tendency to reduce the price of, and 
thus keep out of the market any un- 
known brands. Why it will not pay for 
small millers to work those points is 
owing to the fact that it costs too much 
to get up a reputation in them. There 
are so many people to reach by adver- 
tisement that the profits of several years’ 
sales weuld be eaten up. It is to be 
hoped that all millers believe it is nec- 
essary to reach the consumer with the 
merits of their flour, before a reputation 
can be acquired, but for those who have 
not yet accepted the theory, I will state 
a few facts and see if they will not then 
adopt the policy. 

The commission man and jobber, in 
buying flour, pretends to do so on the 
merits of the goods, but in reality will 
always have in the mind’s eye the popu- 
lar grade of the market in which they 
sell, and their idea of price will be gov- 
erned wholly by what that leading brand 
can be bought for, provided, of course, 
the goods they are examining equal it in 
quality. If their customers must pay 
top prices for unknown goods, they will 
always take the flour with a reputation, 
as it is less trouble to dispose of it. 
Consequently the commission man must 
take a less price and must buy corre- 
spondingly lower, which is just what the 
miller can not stand. If you go around 
the jobber and canvass the retailer, the 
chances are ten to one he will not touch 
the flour, because his customers, the 
consumers, do not know of it, will not 
ask for it, and the retailer will tell you 
he is not there to talk up other people’s 
goods, but to -give his customers what 
they ask for. Again he will say he rarely 
sees the buyers themselves, but does 
business mostly through their cooks and 
servants, and they are instructed what 
to order, and he can not substitute 
goods without having them come back, 
and possibly losing thecustomer. “Get 
the people to asking for the goods, and I 
will keep them quickly enough,” says he. 
Then we come right down to the con- 
sumer to solicit, and evenif that should 
be done, you could not then sell the re- 
tailer, as you would be taking his busi- 
ness from him. The only course left is 
to advertise to the consumer, and it 





will be seen the cost is increased in pro- 
portion to the number of people to be 
reached. You can not advertise in a 
stction of a city and expect the results 
to be general. They will be wholly lo- 
cal, and if you can only afford local re- 
sults, try them in smaller places, where 
they will become general. 

he consumption of flour in and about 
New York city, (within i miles,) has 
been estimated at 9,000 bbls per day, and 
the statement is here ventured that the 
bulk of this business, exclusive of bak- 
ers’ trade, is done by four mills. The 
bakers’ trade of course is a large one, 
but any brands will answer their pur- 
pose, provided the mixture comes up to 
their standard, and that is where a great 
deal of the unknown and “lettered” 
flour whichis shipped to the large points 
goes to. Boston, Philadelphia and 
Washington are in.about the same shape, 
while in Baltimore the volume of the 
family business is done by a single mill, 
and, by the way, there has been lots of 
money spent by one miller and another 
to get into Baltimore, but to no effect. 
The bakers, however, handle other 
grades. 

The only successful millers are those 
who have devoted themselves to an area 
of territory proportioned to the size of 
their mill, and stuck to it. Keep the 
grade uniform, advertise it, push it, and 
keep it before the public, and in the 
long run it will pay the best. With the 
large mills of Minneapolis and St. Louis, 
this need not apply, but with any mill of 
1,000 bbls and under it is a good rule.

A Corn Meal Bolt and Refiner. 





Much attention has been directed 
lately to the improvement of machinery 
for the manufacture of corn meal, and a 
decided progress has been made in the 
treatment of this cereal. One of the 
mediums for this change is to be found 
in the Improved Silver Creek corn meal 
bolt and refiner, which is made by the 
Shumaker Bros. Mfg. Co., Silver Creek, 
N. Y. . To produce a nicely granulated 
corn meal it is essential that the ma- 
chinery should be adapted to the pur- 
pose and constructed with the essen- 
tial object in view of acting upon the 
material with reference to its own pe- 
culiar characteristics and independent of 





other material. The principle of the 
Silver Creek corn meal bolt is a shaking 
screen, having within itself facilities for 
scalping off the bran and separating the 
fine flour. The meal is then subjected 
to an air communication to carry off the 
light particles of bran and dust to puri- 
fy this meal. The manufacturers of 
this machine claim that it requires but 
little power, has no complicated parts, 
and occupies very little space in a mill, 
It has interchangeable sieves, so that 
the numbers of cloth can be changed at 
any time to any degree of fineness. 
The firm claims that its machine is the 
first in the field for making granulated 
corn meal without complicated ma- 
chinery. They simply use but one ma- 
chine to perform this work, and conse- 
quently itcosts less money. They posi- 
tively guarantee to do the work in first 
class shape. Those interested in this 
line of machinery will do well to cor- 
respond with Shumaker Bros. Mfg.

Perhaps the oldest bakery in exist- 
ence, says Mueller-Zeit., is that belong- 
ing to Master Baker Dietrich, in Frank- 
fort on Main; it being mentioned as early 
as the year 1421. It was, however, first 
used as a bakery in 1467. A room dat- 
ing from 1603 is still in good preserva- 
tion, and this with a beautiful inlaid 
shrine dating from 1614 are among the 
curiosities of the house. ‘The shrine 
was discovered by the owner during the 
course of some repairs in 1763 and is a 
remarkable piece of work, said to have 


been done by Johann Casp. Arzt. 


The Elbe Navigation Co. has lately 
bought for $7,200 the right of the ship 
mill on the Elbe bridge at Wittenberg. 
This privilege was granted in 1813, when. 
the French held Wittenberg and had 
strongly garisoned the mill with soldiers. 
The miller of that’ day was no friend to 
the French, and after stupefying the 
soldiers with drugged grog, he cut the 
cable which held the mill and floated it 
down to Apollensdorf, where they were 
all taken prisoners by the Prussians, 
For this dangerous piece of patriotism, 
Friedrich Wilhelm III granted the mill- 
er an inalienable privilege of the best 
place in the Elbe at Wittenberg for his 
mill. As navigation increased, the mill 
became a great nuisance and efforts 
were made to evict the owner from his 
holding. They were not, however, suc- 
cessful and the matter has only recently 
been settled by the purchase mentioned. 





G. Daverio, of Zurich, had a com- 
plete mill working at the Augsburg ex- 
sition, whichattracted much attention 
rom all classes of visitors. It was de- 
signed to make from 68 to go bbls per 
‘24 hours, using 18 to 20 hp, and had the 
following machinery: ‘A’ combined 
‘wheat cleaner consisting of two shaking 
sieves for straw, oats, stones, sand, etc., 
a separator, two trieurs and a horizon- 
tal cleaning cylinder with aspirator; a 
magnet apparatus, an automatic scale, 
3 break mills with three corrugated rolls 
each, 2 quadruple bolts for breaks, a 
double bolt.for break flour, middlings 
and tailings, 2 reducing mills each with 
-3 smooth rolls, 2 double bolts for same ; 
a purifier for coarse middlings, alsoone 
for fine. Aside. from the machinery 
named, the necessary elevators, convey- 
ors, transmission, bins .and . pipes were 
used. The process is as follows: The 
grain shoots into the mill, and is car- 
ried by an-elevator to the combined 


toa cylinder clothed with No. 20 wire, 





the first break product being elevated 


the firstof quadruple. bolt No, 1. The 
flour and middlings being sifted out, 
are afterward bolted on cylinder No. 
2, of the first quadruple bolt, which 
cylindet is clothed with No. 11 silk. 
The .clean breaks are conveyed to the 
second half of break mill No. 1, and 
are eleyated to the first cylinder of 
quadruple bolt No. z., whichis clothed 
with No. 22 wire. In like manner the 
3d, 4th, 5th and 6th breaks are made 
in mills No. 2 and 3, going subsequently 
to the cylinders of quadruple bolt No. 
2, which are clothed with Nos. 25, 27% 
and 3owire, The 6th break, after pass- 
ing over.a cylinder clothed with No. 30 
wire in quadruple bolt No. 1, is sacked 
as clean bran. The flour and tailings 
of this last break are also bolted in a 
cylinder of bolt No. 1 clothed with No. 
13 silk. Flour, middlings and tailings 
from the 2d, 3d, 4th and 5th breaks are 
conveyed and elevated into a double 
bolt, No. 3, in which the upper cylin- 
der is clothed with Nos. 50 and 56 wire 
and the lower with Nos. 12, 13 and 7 
silk, Here flour, tailings and fne and 
coarse middlings are separated, the 
first sacked and the others conveyed to 
purifier No. 1 for the coarse, and No. 2 
for fine middlings. The products of 
these machines are sacked, what tails 
over being redressed. The cleaned 
middlings, tailings and end products 
then go to smooth rolls Nos. 4 and 6, 
and double bolts Nos. 4 and 5, the fin- 
ished products being afterward sacked, 
while the remaining material is again 
subjected to the smooth rolls. 





Gluten in Wheat. 





In an article under the above head, 
E. Giese says in Der Muller: During the 
last two years the laboratory of the Uni- 
ted States department of agriculture has 
undertaken analyses of a great number 
of American wheats from all parts of the 
country, and grown under various con- 
ditions of climate, soil and culture. 
These analyses show that American 
wheat contains less albumen than for- 
eign, about the same per cent of ash, 
more oil and less vegetable fibre. The 
smaller water contents are doubtless 
due to the drier climate. Though the 
average of ash in the American wheats 
varied but little from that in foreign, 
many sorts grown on new and rich soil 
contained a large per cent of this ele- 
ment. ‘Lhe American sepa were 
richer in oil, though this fact might have 
been owing to a more complete method 
of extraction. Of cellulose, owing to the 
warmer and shorter, summer, they held 
less. Albumen was in smaller amount 
than in most foreign wheats, and in no 
single case was there as much as is 
found in Russian varieties. A Dakota 
spring wheat showed the highest per 
cent, 18.03, while Russian wheat has 
shown a maximum of 24.55 and aver- 
ages 19.48. The wheat of the eastern 
states is very small and poor in ash and 
albumen. From east to west there is a 
gradual and regular improvement. Still 
on the Pacific coast, and in Oregon par- 
ticularly, while the berries are nearly 
the. largest grown in the. country, the 
albumen ‘contents ate the lowest. 

The question now comes. how .much 
is due to the climate, how much to the 
soil and how much to the variety. It 
should be said here that spring wheat 
holds much more albumen than 
winter. It is richer in nitrogen, be- 
cause it has a shorter season of growth 
and does not’store so much ‘starch as 
the winter grain. Thisis well instanced 
by two varieties of Dakota wheat. One, 
a winter wheat, weighed «3,513 grains 
per 100 berries and contained 10.68 per 
cent albumen, while the other, a spring 
variety, weighed 2,755 grains and held 
14.53 per cent albumen... The experi- 


ments showed that owing to the warm 
summer and rapid growth, American 


continental climates. It may be said 
that the warm, short season inishes 
the size of the berry and_ its cellulose 
contents, but does not have the same 
relative. effect.on the.albumen. In 
many parts of the country it is found 
that a wet and cold climate increases 
the starch formation considerably, the 
weight of the berry being greater, but 
with relative diminution of ‘the albu- 
men. In other regions where the cli- 
mate and other conditions result in a 
large berry, the soil and water supply 
nitrogenous elements so that the grain 
contains over the average amount of al- 
bumen. As awhole, however, the per 
cent of this element increases from east 
to west as does also the size of the ber- 
ry, showing that the condition of the 
soil is more potent than the climate. 

It is very desirable that analyses of 
this sort should be made in our country. 
In this matter the interests of millers 
and farmers go hand in hand, for the lat- 
ter class would prefér to raise a glutin- 
ous wheat and receive a good price for 
it if they knew the conditions needful 
for bringing about such a result. 





The Augsburg Exhibit. 





Gustav Pappenheim, Austro-Hunga- 
rian delegate, says: ‘The exhibit was, 
if not larger than that of 1885 in Paris, 
more complete, and contained much 
less old and useless machinery. The 
catalogue named_ 111 .exhibitors, 99 of. 
whom were Germans, 6 Swiss, 5 Austro- 
Hungarian and 1 English, so that the 
term international was not really appli- 
cable. Part of the machines shown were 
in motion, though each exhibitor who re- 
quired power was obliged to furnish it, 
an arrangement liked by some on ac- 
count of its independence, but costing 
moré thah’ a> common power furnished 
by the exposition authorities. More than 
1,000 -miller visitors, from Germany, 
Austro-Hungary, France, Holland, 
Sweden and Russia have inspected the 
exhibit, and of those who were not mill- 
ers the number has been perhaps Io,- 
ooo. The.most. noticeable. points to a 
member of the trade are the absence of 
some widely celebrated makers, as 
Nagel & Kaemp, of Hamburg, and oth- 
ers, and the great competition which ex- 
ists in building mill machinery in Ger- 
many. It almost seems as though every 
machine builder who finds trade a little 
dull, starts into the building of mill ma- 
chinery. As a characteristic example, 
the needle gun factory of Franz von 
Dreyse in Sommerda has taken up this 
line and has entered the field with new 


in spite of, or perhaps in consequence 
of, this close competition, a great change 
has taken place as regards quality since 
the Nuremberg exposition. Thehomely, 
rough and often uncouth machines have 
almost entirely disappeared and in their 
place are those of exact operation and 
the finest appearance. Reuleaux’s much 
quoted “cheap and bad” description no 
longer holds true, and doubtless much 
of the change is really owing to this ex- 
pression. Owing to the improvement, 
mill machinery is at present an import- 
ant item of export from Germany to En- 
gland, Russia, Holland, Belgium, Spain 
and trans-oceanic countries. We may 
say in this connection, without fear of 
dispute, that while the construction of 
the greater part of such machinery orig- 
inated in Austro-Hungary, in mercan- 
tile and industrial enterprise Germiny 
has shown herself superior. As regards 
construction of machines and especially 
roller mills, two quite opposite tenden- 
cies are manifested in the Augsburg ex- 
hibits. One is toward elegance and the use 
of all the different automatic contrivances 
which have been devised as auxiliary to 
the main part of the work; the other, 
toward the greatest possible simplicity. 
Thus on one hand we have finish and 
workmanship almost equal to that of 
the clock maker; on the other such 
simplicity that any day laborer can op- 
erate the machines. It is hard to tell 
which deserves most credit. If the la-

rovements are to be seen, probably a 
ucky factfor millers. Millowner Wim- 
mer, of Scheibbs, has a very interesting 
decorticator, exhibited by Ganz & Co., 
which works well. However, its per- 
formance under these. circumstances 
does not admit of judgment regarding 
its practical value inthe mill. In ad- 
dition to many novel details in the va- 
rious machinery,..there are several 
new dust collectors, (an apparatus 
which has a great future,) and an inter- 
esting purifier by Emil Weiss, of Ber- 
lin. Aside from these there was noth- 
ing new, an important as well as novel 
fact to the trade.
